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NOTE. 


By  tlie  Public  llealtli  Act,  1872,  England  and  Wales  are  divided 
into  Sanitary  districts — urban  and  rural — subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
Local  Authorities,  who  are  invested  with  most  important  powers.  In 
every  part  of  our  land  a Health  Authority  now  exists,  to  whom  resort 
may  be  had.  Every  such  authority  must  a])point  a Medical  Oliicer  of 
Health  and  an  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 

Birmingham  is  an  Urban  Sanitary  district,  and  the  Town  Council 
is  the  Urban  Sanitary  Authority  for  the  whole  of  the  Borough. 

The  Council  have  appointed  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
Borough  Analyst,  an  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  a stafl’  of  a.ssistants, 
to  whom  complaints  of  nuisances  may  be  given,  and  from  wliom  all 
necessary  information  can  be  obtained  relating  to  any  of  the  matters 
under  the  cognizance  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 

All  the  Sanitary  Acts — commencing  with  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1848,  and  ending  with  the  Sanitary  Law  Amendment  Act,  1874 — 
being  now  in  force  in  Birmingham,  the  Sanibiiy  Committee  have  re- 
quested me  to  prepare  a concise  abstract  of  the  jtrovisions  of  these  Acts, 
so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  prevention  and  removal  of  nuisances,  and  the 
health  of  the  Borough.  I have  accordingly  prepared  this  pamphlet, 
which  I trust  will  supply  useful  information  on  those  points,  so  far  as 
the  law  relating  to  them  is  concerned  ; and  as  it  is  designed  for  the  use 
of  the  public  as  well  as  for  the  Council  and  their  officers,  the  language 
used  is  as  untechnical  as  possible.  It  is  confined  to  the  mattei-s  above 
referred  to,  and  does  not  pretend  to  touch  upon  the  other  important 
functions  of  the  Council  under  the  Sanitary  Acts.

Houses  unfit  for  Human  Habitation. 

When  the  nuisance  is  .such  as  to  render  a house  unfit  for  human 
habitation  the  Justices  may  prohibit  its  use  until  it  is  rendered  fit  for 
that  purpose.

Structural  Alterations  to,  and  demolition  of, 

Houses. 

Oil  receijit  of  Keport  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  that  any 
premise-s  are  in  a condition  or  state  dangerous  to  healtli,  so  as  to  be 
unfit  for  human  habitation,  the  Council  is  to  refer  such  Report  to  a 
SiirveyorTor  Itiiginecr,  wlio  is  to  report  on  the  cause,  the  works  reciuired 
to  remedy  the  evil,  or  whether  the  iiremises  ought  to  be  demolislied. 
After  taking  the  steps  prescribed  by  the  Act,  the  Council  may  make  an 
order  in  writing,  and  if  the  owner  neglects  to  execute  the  required 
works,  or  to  demolish  tlie  premises  as  ordered,  they  maj'^  either  order 
the  premises  to  be  shut  up  or  to  be  demoli.shed,  or  may  themselves 
execute  the  required  works,  or  take  down  the  premises  as  the  case 
may  be. 

When  the  'Council  execute  the  works  they  may  apply  to  the 
(luarter  Sessions  for  an  order  charging  the  expenses,  with  interest 
at  4 per  cent,  per  annum,  on  the  premises. 

Waterspouts. 

Every  house  or  building  in  or  near  any  Street  must  be  provided 
with  .sufficient  watenspouts,  so  that  the  water  shall  not  foil  on  the 
])assengers  or  flow  over  the  ibotitath. 

Cellars. 

Cellars  under  houses  in  Courts  are  not  to  be  occupied  as  dwelling 
places  after  the  Council  have  prohibited  their  use  as  such. 

No  cellar  or  room  under  any  liouso  is  to  be  occupied  as  a 
dwelling  place  unless  it  is  seven  feet  high,  one-third  above  the  surflice 
of  the  gi  ound,  has  an  open  area  two  feet  wide,  a water-closet  or  privy  and 
ashpit,  an  external  window  of  given  dimemsions,  and  is  properly 
drained. 

Cellars  occupied  as  separate  dwelling  places  may,  after  two  con- 
victions of  tlie  occupier,  be  closed. 

Waste  or  Stagnant  water. 

Waste  or  stagnant  water  is  not  to  be  allowed  to  remain  in  any 
cellar  or  place  witbin  any  dwelling-house,  for  24  hours  after  notice 
from  the  Council. 

Overcrowded  Dwelling-Houses. 

Whenever  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall  certify  that  any 
house  is  so  overcrowded  as  to  be  dangerous  or  prejudicial  to  the  health 
of  the  inhabitants,  and  the  inhabiants  shall  consist  of  more  than  one 
family,  the  Council  are  to  cause  iiroceedings  to  be  taken  for  abating 
such  overcrowding. 

Where  any  house,  orjiart  of  a house,  is  so  overcrowded  as  to  be 
dangerous  or  prejudicial  tolbc  bealtb  of  the  inmates,  the  .lustices  may 
order  such  overcrowding  to  be  abated,  and  where  two  convictions  for 
overcrowding  have  taken  place  within  three  months,  the  Justices  may 
direct  the  closing  of  the  premises  for  such  time  as  they  deem 
necessary. 

(The  Lociil  Government  Board  has  exjtressed  an  opinion  that 
overcrowding  in  jnemises  which  arc  occupied  by  one  flimily  may  be 
abated.') 


Provision  of  Drains,  Water-closets,  Privies, 

Earth-closets,  Cesspools,  and  Ashpits.

eovei’ed  drains.  Such  drains  ai'e  to  communicate  witli  a sewer,  if  i;.  <Io' s.  10  ’ 

there  is  one  within  100  feet  of  the  site  of  the  hou.se,  and  if  there  be  no  li.  l-  Act,  1851, 
sueli  sewer,  the  drains  must  empty  into  some  covered  cesspool,  or  other 
place,  as  the  Council  directs. 


Where  any  person  shall,  by  any  proceeding  of  the  Council,  be  B.  I.  Act,  isoi, 
deprived  of  any  drain,  and  the  Council  provide  a,  better  one,  they  may 
demand  from  the  owner  the  whole  or  a proportion  of  the  cost.

Nuisances  from  Drains,  'Water-closets,  Privies, 

Cesspools,  Ashpits,  and  Dumb-wells. 

The  Council  must  provide  that  drains,  water-closets,  privies,  Water-closets, 
cesspools,  and  a.shpits,  do  not  become  a nui.sance  or  injurious  to  health.  ' 

Where  the  Siu-veyor  finds  any  drain,  &c.,  to  be  in  bad  order  or  to  5]; 
require  alteration,  the  Council  maj'  require  the  owner  or  occupier  to  do  2l’aud  22  Vic.,  c.

W here  any  privy,  ces.spool,  or  dumb-well  is,  or  is  likely  to  bo  a Draining  into 
nuisance  and  ought  to  be  turned  into  the  main  sewer,  the  owner  or 
occupier  of  the  house  to  which  it  belongs  may  be  required  to  drain  g 
any  such  privy,  Slc.,  into  the  main  sewer  as  the  Surveyor  .shall  direct. 


The  contents  of  water-closets,  pi'ivies,  or  cesspools  must  not  be  Overflow, 
allowed  to  overflow,  or  soak  therefrom,  and  the  Council  may  abate  ^ ^2  Vic.,  c. 
every  such  nuisance  and  recover  the  expense. 

Removal  of  House  Refuse,  and  emptying  of  Privies 

and  Cesspools. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  cause  the  dust,  ashc.s,  and  rubbish  B.I.  Act,lS5l, 
to  be  removed  from  all  houses,  and  all  privies  and  cesspools  to  be  50  (87). 
emptied  and  cleansed.

"W  hosoever  keeps  any  swine  or  pigstye  in  anj’  dwelling-house,  or  so 
as  to  be  a nui.sanee  to  any  person,  after  notice  to  remove  the  same, 
is  liable  to  a penalty.  The  Council  may  abate  every  .such  nuisance  and 
recover  the  expenses. 


Lvery  iicrson  who  kee]is  any  jtig.styc  to  the  front  of,  or  any  swine  ^ 
in  or  near  to  any  street,  so  as  to  be  a common  nuisance,  is  liable  to  a 
penalty. 

1 he  Justices  may,  by  their  order  for  abatement,  require  the 
person  on  whom  it  is  made  to  provide  for  the  cleanly  ami  wholesome 
keeping,  or  the  removal  of  any  animal  so  kept  as  to  be  a nuisance  or  ' 
injurious  to  health.

Removal  of  Accumulations  of  Manure,  Filth,  &c. 

All  accumulations  of  manure,  dung,  soil,  or  filth,  or  other 
ofiensive  or  noxious  matter  must  be  removed  Dy  the  occupier  of  the 
premises  M ithin  tuenty-tour  hours  alter  notice  from  the  Insiiector  of  ^ 
Xuisanee.s.  ^

The  Council,  or  their  olRccrs,  inaj%  hy  notice,  direct  the  ])eriodical 
removal  of  manure  or  other  refuse  matter  from  mews,  stables,  or  other 
premises. 


The  Justices,  hy  their  order  for  abatement,  may  reejnire  the  person 
on  whom  it  is  made  to  earry  away  any  accumulation  or  deposit  which 
is  a nuisance  or  injurious  to  health. 


No  accumulation  or  deposit  necessary  to  the  carrying  on  of  any 
business  or  manufacture  is  to  be  considered  as  a nuisance,  if  it  is 
proved  that  the  same  has  not  been  kejit  longer  than  necessary,  and 
that  the  best  means  have  been  taken  for  protecting  the  public. 


Infected  Houses. 

Upon  the  certificate  of  a medical  practitioner  that  the  cleansing 
and  disinfecting  of  any  house  or  the  articles  therein  M'ould  tend  to 
prevent  or  check  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  the  Council  must 
rerpiire  the  owner  or  occupier  of  such  house  to  cleanse  and  disinfect 
the  same.  In  default,  the  Council  may  do  the  work  and  recovci-  the 
expenses.  In  cases  of  poverty  they  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  owner 
or  occupier,  do  the  necessary  cleansing  and  disinfecting  at  their  own 
expense. 

Any  person  knowingly  letting  any  house,  room,  or  part  of  a house, 
in  which  any  infected  person  has  been,  without  previous  disinfection, 
is  liable  to  a penalty.  The  keeper  of  an  Inn  is  to  be  deemed  to  let 
part  of  a house  to  any  person  admitted  as  a guest. 


Any  person  letting  for  hire,  or  showing  any  house  or  part  of  a 
house,  when  questioned  by  any  person  negotiating  for  the  hire  thereof 
as  to  there  being  or  having  been  in  such  house  any  infected  person, 
knowingly  making  a false  answer,  is  liable  to  imprisonment  or  to  pay  a 
penalty. 


Infected  Articles. 

The  Council  ]irovide  facilities  for  the  disinfection  of  infected 
article.s,  which  they  may  disinfect  free  of  charge,  and  tliey  may  direct 
the  destruction  of  bedding,  &c.,  which  has  been  exposed  to  infection, 
and  give  compensation. 


Any  person  who,  without  ])revious  disinftiction,  gives,  lends,  sells, 
transmits,  or  exposes  any  bedding,  clothing,  rags,  &c.,  which  have 
been  exposed  to  infection,  is  liable  to  a penalt3n  This  ])rovision  does 
not  apply  where  such  articles  are  being  transmitted  for  the  purpose  of 
being  disinfected. 


Exposure  of  Infected  Persons. 

Any  infected  penson  who  wilfully  exposes  him.self  without  proper 
precaution  in  any  .street,  &c.,  or  public  conveyance,  and  any  person 
who  exposes  such  sufi'erer,  and  any  owner  or  driver  of  a public 
conveyance  who  does  not  immediately  disinfect  his  conveyance 
after  it  has  conveyed  any  .such  sufferer,  is  liable  to  a jicnaltv'.

Conveyance  of  Infected  Persons. 

Tlie  Council  Iiave  provided  carriage-s  for  the  conveyance  of  infected 
pcrson.s,  and  the  e.\pensc  of  conveying  persons  therein  to  hospitals, 
&c.,  is  defrayed  by  them. 


Any  infected  person  entering  any  public  conveyance  without 
previously  notifying  his  coudilion  to  the  owner  or  driver,  is  liable  to  a 
penalty.  Such  owner  or  diivar  is  not  to  be  retjuired  to  convoy  any 
infected  person  without  being  first  paid  a sum  sullicient  to  cover  all 
losses  and  expenses. 


Hospital  Accommodation. 

The  Council  have  provided  Hospital  accommodation  for  the 
reception  of  the  sick. 


Compulsory  Removal  of  Infected  Persons. 

Any  Justice  may, on  a Certificate  of  a ^r(;dical  Piactitioncr,  order 
the  removal,  at  the  co.st  of  the  Council,  to  tlui  Ho.spital  ])rovidcd  for 
their  rece))tion,  of  infected  i)er.son.s,  being  without  proper  lodging  or 
accommodation,  or  lodged  in  a room  occupied  by  more  than  one 
family. 

Sweeping  Footways. 

Occupiers  may  be  compelled  to  swec])  and  cleanse  the  footways 
o])posite  their  premises  each  day  (Sunda}’  excepted)  before  eight  a.m. 


Throwing  Dirt,  &c.,  on  Street. 

Every  per.sou  who  throws  any  dirt,  litter,  ashes,  nightsoil,  cairion, 
fish,  offal,  or  rubbi.sh  on  any  street  (exce])t  materials  laid  in  cases  of 
frost  or  sickness),  or  causes  any  offensive  matter  to  run  from  any  manu- 
factory, brewery,  slaughter-house,  butcher’s  shoji,  or  dunghill,  into  any 
street,  is  liable  to  a penalt)'. 


Offensive  Trades  newly  Established. 

Xo  business,  trade,  or  manufacture  of  a noxious  or  olfemsivc 
nature  is  to  be  newly  establi.shed  without  the  consent  of  the  Council. 


Nuisances  arising  from  existing  Trades. 

Cn  the  certificate  of  the  Medical  Ollicer,or  two  Jlcdical  Pi  actitioners, 
or  on  the  b’eiiuisition  of  any  ten  inhabitants,  stating  that  the  carrying 
on  of  any  trade,  businc.ss,  proce.ss,  or  manufacture  causing  effluvia,  is 
a nuisance  or  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
neighbourhood,  the  Council  must  direct  a complaint  to  be  made  before 
a Justice.  If  it  appear  to  two  Ju.stices  that  the  trade  or  busine.ss  is  a 
nuisance,  or  causes  any  injurious  effluvia,  and  that  the  best  means 
have  not  been  used  for  abating  the  nuisance,  or  preventing  or 
counteracting  the  effluvia,  they  may  convict  the  offender. 
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Accumulations  or  deposits  necessary  to  the  carrying  on  of  any  IS  and  19'Vic., 
business  or  manufacture  arc  not  to  be  considered  as  nuisances,  if  proper  *■ 
precautions  have  been  taken  for  protecting  the  public. 


Steam  Whistles. 

No  steam  whistle  or  steam  trumpet  is  to  be  used  for  summoning  35  & 30  Vic., 
or  dismissing  workmen  without  the  sanction  of  the  t’ouncil  ; and  s.  2. 
where  they  have  sanctioned  tlie  use  of  any  such  instrument,  they  may 
at  any  time  revoke  such  sanction . 

The  Local  Government  Board  are  empowered,  on  the  application 
of  any  person  prejudicially  affected  by  any  such  sanction,  to  revoke 
the  same. 

Fouling  or  Pollution  of  Water,  Streams, 
Watercourses,  &c. 

Gas  JIanufacturers  causing  or  suffering  any  stream,  &c.,  or  Gas  washings &c.

35,  86, 
conveniences  ; or  they  may  ])ui'chase  or  lease  existing  lodging  or 
dwelling-houses  for  the  labouring  classes,  and  may  make  such 
reasonable  chai'ges  for  tenancy  or  occupation  as  they  shall  think  fit. 

The  Council  may  sell  or  exchange  lands  vested  in  them  for  the  ^ale  of  lands  and 
purposes  of  the  Acts;  and  may  also  sell  an}'  lodging  or  dwelling-  iT  c v- 
houses  which  have  been  establi.shed  upwards  of  seven  years,  and  which  c.  al'^ss  42  &43 
have  become  unnecessary  or  too  e.xpeiisive  to  be  kept  up.  ’ 

Tlie  Council  may  borrow,  and  the  Public  Works  Loan  Com-  Borrowing 
missioners  may  advance,  money  for  carrying  out  the  objects  of  the  14  yij. 
Acts.  Such  advances  are  to  bear  interest  at  such  rate  as  shall  be  c.  34,  ss.  3i  & 32 ;

It  is  thus  seen  that  the  Birth-rate  which  had  steadily  decreased  from 
38-87  in  1865  to  35-00  in  1870,  but  which  had  since  rapidly  increased  to 
41-25  in  1874,  has  now  fallen  below  the  rate  of  1873.  The  subjoined  statement 
however  shows  that  our  Birth-rate  is  still  considerably  above  the  average  rate  of 
the  21  largest  English  towns,  and  higher  than  that  of  any  of  the  following  large 
towns,  except  Newcastle-on-Tyue,  the  Birth-rate  of  which  is  this  year  the  same 
as  that  of  this  Borough. 
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Compared  with  1874,  the  2nd,  3rd,  and  4th  quarters,  and  the  svhole  year, 
were  all  slightly  warmer,  while  the  1st  quarter  was  1°  cohler.  The  rainfall  for 
the  year  was  excessive,  amounting  to  38‘51  inches  against  28‘41  inches,  or 
upwards  of  10  iuclies  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

'I'he  deaths  from  this  elass  of  disease  number  2,145  against  2,652  in  1874, 
2,042  in  1873,  and  2,019  the  average  of  the  5 years,  1870 — 4,  inclusive. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  this  year  5 ‘86  per  1,000  persons  living,  as 
compared  with  7*35  in  1874  and  5 -64  in  1873.

Our  Zymotic  death-rate  is  thus  seen  to  be  this  year  higher  than  that  of 
any  of  the  large  English  towns.  The  excess  is  principally  due  to  Diarrluea 
and  Whooping  Cough. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases  to  total  deaths  from  all 
causes  is  22'2  against  27’4  in  1874,  and  23‘4  the  average  for  the  5 years, 
1870 — 4.  The  percentage  of  Zymotic  deaths  to  total  deaths  is  as  follows  in

Of  the  Zymotic  diseases  Diarriuva  has  this  year  proved  the  most  destructive 
with  868  deaths,  including  8 cases  of  Cholera ; then  come  in  order  of  fatality 
Whooping  Cough,  with  438  deaths  ; Scarlatina,  with  265  ; Fever,  with  204 , 
Small-pox,  with  174;  Measles,  with  141;  and  with  55  deaths.

The  porcentiige  of  deaths  from  Smallpox  to  tohd  deaths  luis  declined  from 
2-6,  the  average  of  the  5 years  1870 — 4,  to  1-8  in  1875  ; Measles,  from  1-85  to 
T45  ; Scarlatina,  from  5-05  to  2-75  ; 1 )iplithcria,  from ‘95  to  -6;  and  Fever, 
from  2-35  to  2-1  ; while  the  j)ercentage  of  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough,  has 
increased  from  2-9,  the  average  of  the  5 years  1870 — 4,  to  4-5  in  1875  ; and 
Diarrluea,  from  7 ‘7  to  91). 

DIAKKIUEA 

is  the  Zymotic  which  has  this  year  proved  most  fatal,  having  occasioned 
868  deaths,  against  622  in  18/4,  and  / 28  in  1873.  In  the  summer 
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quarter  of  the  year  the  death-rate  from  Diarrhoea  was  6*8,  against  6 ’3  in  the 
corresponding  quarter  of  1874,  and  6‘0  in  that  of  1873.  The  Eegistration 
Sub-Districts  of  Ladywood  and  St.  George  have  had  'tlie  highest  death-rate 
from  this  disease. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  occurred  as  usual  in  tlie  third  quarter  of  the  year; 
and  are  due  m a large  degree  to  the  greater  heat  then  prevailing ; this  acts  as  a 
gi*and  general  predisposing  cause,  favouring  the  action  of  those  secondary  or 
exciting  causes  Avhich  are  in  continual  operation.  These  common  exciting 
causes  are  numerous,  but  none  is  so  powerful  or  Avide-spread  as  the  improper 
feeding  and  management  of  infants.  A glance  at  Table  III.  will  shcAv  that  out 
of  the  860  deaths  from  this  disease,  596  occurred  in  infants  under  one  year  of 
age,  while  as  many  as  799  occurred  in  children  under  5 years  of  age,  leaving 
only  61  deaths  from  this  disease  to  be  distributed  among  all  the  other  periods 
of  life,  viz. — 33  from  5 to  60  years  of  age,  and  28  during  old  age.  Diarrhcea, 
then,  is  clearly  seen  to  be  specially  a disease  of  infcxnt  life  and  of  the  hot 
quarter  of  the  year.  It  is  Avorthy  of  notice  that  it  caused  more  deaths  than  any 
other  disease  of  the  same  class,  not  only  during  the  third  or  summer  quarter, 
but  also  during  the  Avhole  year.  As  long  as  so  little  care  is  taken  in  the  rearing 
of  infants  this  mortality  Avill  continue  ; mothers  are  so  ignorant  of  the  true 
Avants  of  infant  life  that  they  disregard  all  nature’s  teachings.  To  foUoAv 
nature  every  child  should  be  suckled  by  its  mother,  or  by  a Avet  nurse ; or,  in 
default  of  both  of  these,  it  should  be  fed  on  good  milk  ; but,  instead  of  this, 
it  is  the  commonest  every-day  experience  to  find  infants  fed  upon  milk  out  of 
dirty  sour  feeding  bottles,  bread  and  Avater,  arroAvroot  and  Avater,  improjxer 
solid  food  only  fit  for  adults,  and  other  unsuitable  articles  of  diet.  To  these 
may  be  added  the  use  of  contaminated  Avater,  exposure  to  draughts  of  cold  air, 
the  breathing  of  a foul  atmosphere,  improper  or  insufficient  clothing,  the 
indiscriminate  use  Avithout  medical  advice  of  mercurial  teething  poAvders  and 
opiate  cordials,  and  other  insanitary  influences,  causing  Avonder,  not  that  so 
many  children  die,  but  rather  that  so  many  are  reared.  Most  of  these  causes 
are  rendered  more  poAA'erful  by  the  heat  of  summer;  and,  until  education  of 
mothers  and  nurses  upon  infant  management  becomes  more  general,  the  high 
Diarrhoea  mortality  of  infants  must  continue.  There  has  been  little  variation 
in  the  Diarrhcea  death-rate  in  the  summer  quarters  of  the  last  three  years,  and 
the  same  is  obseiwable  of  the  average  temperature  of  those  quarters.  In  1873, 
it  Avas  59°T  ; in  1874,  59°’8 ; and  in  1875,  60°  Fahrenheit.

After  Diarrhoea  in  order  of  fatality  comes 

WHOOPING  COUGH, 

Avith  438  deaths,  compared  Avith  242  in  1874,  and  169  in  1873.  LadyAvood 
and  St.  George  have  experienced  the  largest  mortality  from  this  Zymotic. 

SCARLATmA 

has  been  the  next  most  fatal  of  the  Zymotics,  Avith  265  deaths,  against  737  in 
1874,  and  587  in  1873.  This  disease  has  been  most  prevalent  in  St.  George’s 
Sub-District. 

After  Scarlatina  stands 
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FEVER, 

with  204  deatlis,  151  of  wliich  were  certified  from  Typhoid,  t)  from  Typlius, 
and  44  from  other  continued  Fevers.  Last  year  tlie  deaths  from  this  cause 
numbered  201,  and  in  1873,  203.  St.  Mary  and  Deritend  have  had  in 
proportion  to  population  the  largest  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease.  Next 
to  Fever  in  order  of  fatality  is 

SMALL -POX, 

with  174,  or  more  strictly  speaking  173  deaths,  as  one  of  the  deaths  classed 
under  this  heading  was  certified  from  Chicken  Pox. 

This  epidemic  has  exhibited  great  variations  during  the  last  four  years  ; in 
1872  the  mortality  in  the  Borough  from  this  cause  Avas  299,  in  1873  it  was  122, 
in  1874  it  mounted  up  to  the  very  high  figure  of  G37,  ami  in  1875  it  declined 
to  173;  and,  instead  of  being  second  among  the  Zymotieo  in  the  order  of 
fatality  as  it  was  last  year,  it  noAv  occupies  the  fifth  jdace  in  such  order.

The  cjvses  reported  in  1875  amount  to  824,  712  of  which  Averc  described  as 
vaccinated,  106,  or  12-86  per  cent.,  as  not  vaccinated,  and  6 as  vaccination  not 
knoAvn. 

Ihe  1/3  deaths  consisted  of  103  persons  said  to  be  Aaccinated,  67  not 
vaccinatcO,  and  3 doubtful  cases.  The  percentiige  of  deaths  to  eases  is  14-47 
in  those  said  to  be  vaccinated,  63-21  in  those  not  vaccinated,  and  21-00  in  the 
total  number.  The  percentage  of  total  dcjAths  to  total  cjiscs  is  this  year  liigher 
than  in  1873  or  1874,  Avhen  it  Avas  15-36  and  16-80  respectively.  The  gu-eatest 
number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  has  been  ivgistered  in  All  Saints,  the  Borough

VACCINATION, 

although  carried  on  with  considerable  activity,  was  unfortunately  from  various 
causes  far  from  universal,  as  12-86  per  cent,  of  the  cases  of  Small-pox 
occurred  in  persons  not  vaccinated,  rather  a larger  percentage  than  in  the 
])revious  year,  when  10-45  was  the  percentage,  while  during  the  period  from 
1871 — 1874,  the  percentage  was  nearly  the  same  as  in  the  latter  year,  or  10-5. 
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I'urnin^  from  CtiSGs  to  clctitliSj  I find  thut  of  tliG  lattGr  39  pGV  cent. 
occui'i’Gd  in  persons  wlio  liad  not  been  vaccinated,  against  30  per  cent,  in  1874, 
and  32  per  cent,  during  the  wliole  period  of  tlie  epidemic. 

The  deaths  from  Measles  have  increased  from  123  in  1873,  and  139  in 
1874,  to  141  in  1875  ; while  those  from  Diphtheria,  wliich  has  been  some- 
Avhat  fatally  prevalent  i.i  tlie  Sub-District  of  Duddeston,  have  decreased  from 
107  in  1873,  and  74  in  1874,  to  55  in  the  present  year.

THE  P.OKOETGH  IIDSPITAL, 

in  wliich  is  now  undertaken  the  treatment  of  Scarlet  Fever  as  well  as  Small- 
pox, in  separate  wards,  and  with  every  a]ipliance  requisite,  received  during  the 
year  44G  patients,  only  26  of  Avhom  sull'ered  from  Scarlet  Fever, 

'I'he  advantage  of  such  an  institution  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of 
Scarlet  Fever  is  incalculable,  and  the  patients  avIio  have,  been  treated  there 
have  expressed  themselves  highly  pleased  Avith  the  attention  and  the  comfort 
Avhich  tliey  receiAmd  and  enjoyed  ; but  the  difficulty  is  to  induce  mothers  to 
part  Avith  their  children,  though  it  is  met  as  far  as  possible  by  alloAving  the 
former  to  accompany  and  nurse,  the  latter  Avhen  very  young.  The  planting  of 
trees  and  the  cultivation  of  HoAvers  in  the  grounds  have  imparted  to  the 
llosiiital  quite  an  agreeable  and  cheerful  aspect,  and  1 feel  sure  that  the 
lienetits  of  the  institution  have,  only  to  he  ex]ierie.nced  in  order  to  be  highly 
appreciated. 

HOUSE  CONSTEUCTTON  AND  VENTILATION 

still  failed  in  1875  to  receive  the  practical  attention  due  to  them.  Bye-LaAvs 
aifecting  both  (piestions  had  been  under  considiiration,  but  OAving  to  numerous 
•lifficulties  and  delays,  had  not  bi'on  finally  dimided  on  and  sanctioned.  In  the 
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meantime,  however,  a great  scheme  was  set  on  foot  for  improving  a large 
portion  of  one  of  the  worst  quarters  of  the  Borougli,  under  tlie  provisions  of 
“ Tire  Artizans  and  Labourers  Dwellings  Inij)rovement  Act,  1875,”  in  reference 
to  winch  I made  the  following  “ Official  Representation  ” : — 

“ Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Department, 

October  1st,  1875. 

“ To  the  Council  of  the  Borough  of  Birmingham,  being  the  Local 
Authority  under  the  Artizans  and  Labourers  Dwellings 
Improvement  Act,  1875. 

“ Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, — Yoii  are  ^vell  aAvare,  from  my 
periodical  reports  and  other  sources,  that  the  Borough  of  Birmingham 
presents  a higher  mortality  and  a greater  amount  of  disease,  particularly  of 
the  zymotic  kind,  than  from  its  many  favourable  natural  conditions  would 
be  expected  or  ought  to  exist. 

“ It  has  been  your  earnest  desire  and  endeavour  for  some  time  past, 
by  the  application  of  active  sanitary  measures  of  various  kinds,  to  correct 
this  undesirable  condition  of  the  town.  This  condition  is  very  largely 
dependent  upon  the  faulty  construction  and  the  crowded  and  dilapidated 
state  of  many  of  the  buildings  in  Birmingham ; and  consequently  the 
passing  of  the  Artizans  and  Labourers  Dwellings  Act  is  an  event  to  be 
hailed  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  by  the  sanitary  authority. 

“ It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  in  course  of  time  the  defects  of  the 
kind  named,  which  exist  in  many  parts  of  the  toAvn,  should  be  remedied ; 
but  the  magiritude  of  the  rvork  demands  that  the  necessary  improvenrent 
should  be  made  by  degrees. 

“ In  confonnity,  therefore,  with  section  4 of  the  38th  and  39th  Viet., 
cap.  36,  I beg  to  make  this  official  representation,  indicating  an  area 
comprising  jrortions  of  St.  Mary’s  and  IMarket  Hall  AVards,  and  including 
the  following  streets  and  portions  of  streets : — Little  Cannoir  Street, 
Cherry  Street,  Bull  Street,  Coach  Yard,  ImAver  Priory,  IMinories,  Old 
Square,  London  ’Prentice  Street,  Roi)e  AAbilk,  Lichfield  Street,  John 
Street,  Thomas  Street,  Silver  Street,  Gullet,  ISTeAvton  Street,  Upper  Priory, 
Steelhouse  Lane,  Bailey  Street,  Price  Street,  Lancaster  Street,  Lcnch 
Street,  Canal  Street,  York  Street,  Brickkiln  Street,  Balloon  Street,  Henn 
Street,  Staniforth  Street,  Fisher  Street,  IMoland  Street,  Digby  Street, 
Greaves’  Court,  Potter  Street,  Aston  Street,  Aston  Road,  and  Bagot  Street. 

“ The  arrangement  of  the  streets,  gullets,  and  courts  in  the  area  is 
exceedingly  bad,  as  is  also  the  condition  of  the  majority  of  the  ffiiildings, 
the  AAffiole  being  highly  unfaA^oural)le  to  health,  more  particulary  to  the 
health  of  the  Avorking  classes  residing  in  them. 

“ I consider  this  area  A'ery  suitable  to  be  dealt  Avith  in  the  first 
instance,  because  it  is  at  once  unhealthy  and  in  close  proximity  to  the 
central  portions  of  the  toAvn. 

“ The  defects  existing  in  the  locality,  to  a very  large  extent,  are 
as  folloAv : — NarroAv  Streets,  houses  Avithout  back  doors  or  AvindoAvs, 
situated  both  in  and  out  of  courts ; confined  yards ; courts  open  at  one 
end  only,  and  this  one  opening  small  and  narroAv ; the  impossibility,  in 
many  instances,  of  providing  sufficient  privy  accommodation  ; houses  and 
shopping  so  dilapidated  as  to  be  in  imminent  danger  of  falling,  and 
incapable  of  proper  repair. 
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“ I further  represent  that  the  evils  connected  -with  the  houses  and 
courts,  anil  the  sanitary  defects  in  the  area  above  referred  to,  cannot 
be  effectually  remedied  otherwise  than  by  an  improvement  scheme  for  the 
rearrangement  and  the  reconstruction  of  the  streets  and  houses  Avithin  such 
area,  or  of  a very  large  portion  of  some  of  such  streets  or  houses. 

“ A very  large  })oi’tion  of  the  proposed  area  is  in  a state  of  such 
dangerous  dilapidation  that  it  is  unfit  for  human  habitatiou,  and  many  of 
the  houses  in  it  are  actually  uninhabited,  and  present  a condition  of 
positive  desolation,  yielding  almost  no  return  as  property,  and  aliording 
only  rocejitacles  for  rubbish  and  filth,  and  constituting  a danger  of  the 
gravest  kind  to  the  health  and  Avell-being  of  the  Avhole  town.  The 
acipiisition  of  such  property  as  I liaA'e  described  ought,  to  my  mind,  to  be 
possible  on  very  advantageous  terms. 

“The  evils  produced  by  the  aboA'^e  defects  of  closeness,  narroAvness, 
bad  arrangements,  and  bad  conditiou  of  the  streets  and  houses  are — Avant  of 
ventilation,  Avant  of  light,  and  Avant  of  proper  and  decent  accommodation, 
resulting  in  dirty  halhts,  Ioav  health,  and  debased  morals  on  the  part  of 
the  tenants.  The  death-rate  of  St.  Mary’s  Ward  is  twice  as  great  as  that 
of  Edgbaston  Ward,  auz.,  26‘82  per  1000  inhabitants,  that  of  Edgbaston 
Ward  being  only  13T  I per  1000  for  the  last  two  years.  Ihit  besides  this 
high  death-rate  there  exists,  in  conseipieuce  of  the  unhealthy  conditions  of 
the  district,  a generally  Ioav  condition  of  health  amongst  the  population, 
leading  to  iniUdgence  in  stimulants  and  other  vicious  habits,  and 
predisposing  to  various  forms  of  illness,  epidemic  and  otherAvise.  I am, 
therefore,  of  opinion  that  the  aboA'e-named  neighbourhoods  constitute  an 
uidiealthy  area  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 

“ Although  the  above  description  applies  t(A  the  majority  of  the 
houses  and  premises  in  the  district,  there  arc,  of  coui’se,  some  Avhich  are  of 
a much  better  character,  but  Avhich  Avill  proliably  reipiire  to  be  included  in 
the  scheme  of  inqirovement.  This  Avill  be  rendered  necessary,  for  instance, 
Avhere  streets  have  to  be  Avidened,  and  in  opening  up  neAv  apjiroaches 
riiquired  for  improved  ventilation,  and  to  relicA'c  the  engorged  condition  of 
existing  thoroughfares.  Hull  street,  one  of  the  ]»rincipal  lines  of  tratlic, 
is  uotaldy  delicient  in  Avidth  and  outlets,  and  it  Avould  be  an  immense 
improvement  to  connect  tbe  district  described  Avith  l.ioth  Hull  Street  and 
Ncav  Street  by  means  of  a neAV  Avide  street.  The  princijml  thoroughfares 
of  llirmingham,  adeipiate  to  the  reipiiremcnts  of  the  trallic  of  a past  time, 
are  ipiite  insuflicient  for  present  needs,  and  no  scheme  for  the  imiu’ovemeid 
of  (lAvellings  can  be  considered  satisfactory  Avhich  docs  not  jwovide  for 
ani])le  communication  by  means  of  Avide,  Avell-arranged  tboroughfares, 
combining  full  capacity  for  trallic  Avith  the  poAver  of  admitting  free 
currents  of  air  and  a sulliciency  of  sunlight.

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After  consideration  of  the  official  representation  the  Improvement  Com- 
mittee recommended  the  Council  to  declare  tlie  area  referred  to  an  unhealthy 
area,  and  make  an  Improvement  Sclieme  in  respect  thereof,  Avhich  recommen- 
dation the  Council  carried  out. 

Considering  it  desirable  subsequently  to  extend  the  unhealthy  area,  I 
made  on  the  4th  November  a second  or  Supplementary  Official  Eepresentation, 
of  Avhich  the  following  is  a copy  : — 


Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Department, 

4th  November,  1875. 

“ To  the  Council  of  the  Borough  of  Birmingham,  being  the 
Local  Authority  under  the  Artizans’  and  Labourers’  DAvellings 
Improvement  Act,  1875. 

“ jNIr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

“ Since  making  my  official  representation  to  you  on  the  1st  of 
October  last  Avith  reference  to  the  unhealthiness  of  a certain  area  therein 
described,  as  situated  partly  in  Market  Hall  Ward  and  partly  in  St.  Mary’s 
Ward,  I beg  to  report  that  I have  carefully  inspected  a further  portion  of 
St.  jNIary’s  "Ward,  Avith  the  same  result  as  followed  my  inspection  of  the 
district  before  mentioned. 

“ One  of  the  additional  portions  I refer  to  is  situated  on  the  north 
side  of  Steelhouse  Lane,  and  is  bounded  by  it  on  the  south,  by  Slaney 
Street  on  the  Avest,  and  by  Bath  Street  and  Princip  Street  on  the  north, 
and  includes  the  folloAving  streets  or  portions  of  them  : — Steelhouse  Lane, 
Slaney  Street,  Weaman  Street,  Sand  Street,  Whittall  Street,  Bussell 
Street,  Weaman  Bow,  Saint  Mary’s  Boav,  Loveday  Street,  Bath  Street, 
and  Princip  Street ; the  other  additional  portion  is  situated  on  the  east 
side  of  the  area  originally  reported  on.  It  is  hounded  on  the  north  by 
Aston  Street,  on  the  east  by  Woodcock  Street,  on  the  soutli  by  Coleshill 
Street,  and  on  the  Avest  by  Stafford  Street,  and  includes  the  folloAvmg 
streets  or  portions  of  them  : — White  Lion  Passage,  Gem  Street,  Sheep 
Street,  Duke  Street,  Woodcock  Street,  Brueton  Street,  Coleshill  Street, 
LaAvrence  Street,  Old  Cross  Street,  Tauter  Street,  Vauxhall  Street,  and 
Stafford  Street. 

“ Tlie  same  general  conditions  exist  on  this  area  as  over  the  original 
one,  and  if  anytliing  different,  in  an  exaggerated  form,  viz. : — narroAv  streets, 
houses  back  to  back  and  therefore  incapable  of  proper  ventilation,  close 
courts  Avith  only  one  small  opening,  cul-de-sacs  not  admitting  of  proper 
currents  of  ah’,  insufficient  space,  darkness,  dilapidation,  and  mevitable 
dirt. 

“ On  reference  to  the  Sanitary  Census  and  the  number  of  deaths 
registered  last  year  in  some  of  the  streets,  and  calculatmg  the  proportion 
of  these  deaths  to  1,000  of  the  population  of  such  streets,  the  results  are 
of  a seriously  striking  character. 

“ The  death-rate  is  very  high  in  almost  aU  the  streets  of  the  neAV  area, 
but  particularly  so  in  a group  of  streets  in  that  portion  of  the  neAV  area 
Avhich  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Aston  Street,  and  including  notably 
Coleshill  Street,  Sheep  Street,  Vauxhall  Street,  Old  Cross  Street,  Stafford 
Street  and  Tauter  Street.  The  average  death-rate  of  the  Borough  is  26’78. 
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The  deatli-rate  of  certain  streets  in  tlae  new  area  is  given  in  tlie  following 
statement ; —

“ These  facts  prove  beyond  all  doubt  the  direct  connection  between 
the  defects  of  construction  and  the  miserable  condition  of  much  of  the 
property  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  great  amount  of  disease  and  excessive 
mortality  on  the  other;  and  there  is  no  probability  of  this  lamenhible 
condition  of  things  being  changed  except  by  reconstructing  the  dwellings 
and  remodelling  the  whole  or  nearly  the  whole  of  the  locality,  llepairs 
or  piece-meal  alterations  are  totally  inadequate  to  meet  the  case  of  a 
neighbourhood,  the  condition  of  which  is  so  irredeemably  bad. 


“ In  pursuance,  therefore,  of  * ihe  Artizans  and  I.iabourers  Jl'wcllings 
Improvement  Act,  1875  ’ (38  and  39  Viet.,  c.  30),  I officially  represent  to 
you,  as  the  Local  Authority  under  that  Act,  that  a large  portion  of  the 
houses,  courts,  and  alleys  within  the  area  herein  indicated,  and  also  of 
those  within  the  area  specified  in  my  former  official  representation  to  you, 
dated  the  1st  day  of  October,  1875,  and  the  whole  of  which  areas  are 
under  your  jurisdiction,  are  unfit  for  human  habitiition,  also  that  diseases 
indicating  a generally  low  condition  of  health  amongst  the  population  have 
been  from  time  to  time  prevalent  in  such  areas,  and  that  such  prevalence 
may  reasonalily  be  attributed  to  the  closeness,  narrowness,  bad  arrangement, 
and  bad  condition  of  the  streets  and  houses,  or  groups  of  houses,  ivithin 
such  areas,  and  to  the  want  of  light,  air,  ventilation,  and  proper 
conveniences. 


“ And  1 further  represent  that  the  evils  connected  with  such  houses, 
courts,  and  alleys,  and  the  sanitary  defects  in  such  areas  cannot  be 
eilcctually  remedied  otherwise  than  by  an  Imi'rovement  Scheme  for  the 
re-arrangement  and  reconstruction  of  the  streets  and  houses  within  such 
areas,  or  of  some  of  such  streets  and  houses.

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At  the  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Council  on  the  10th  November,  1875, 
Mr.  Councillor  White  read  the  report  of  the  Improvement  Committee  to  the 
effect  that  the  Committee  had  considered  the  further  Official  representation  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  under  the  provisions  of  “ The  Artizans  and 
Labourers’  Dwellings  Improvement  Act,  1875,”  and  that  they  recommend  the 
Council  to  declare  the  area  referred  to  therein  as  an  unhealthy  area,  and  that  the 
Improvement  Scheme  made  by  the  Council  on  the  12th  of  October  last  ought 
to  bo  amended  so  as  to  include  therein  the  area  referred  to  in  the  said 
representation, 

]\Ir.  Councillor  White  moved  the  following  resolution : — “ That  the 
Council  having  taken  the  official  representation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
into  consideration,  and  being  satisfied  of  the  truth  thereof,  and  of  the 
sufficiency  of  their  resources,  it  is  resolved — 

That  the  area  specified  in  such  representation  is  an  unhealthy  area, 
and  that  an  Improvement  Scheme  ought  to  be  made  in  reference 
to  such  area.” 

This  resolution  was  carried. 

Judging  from  the  manner  in  which  the  Scheme  has  been  received  by  the 
town  and  the  autliorities  concerned,  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  it  avlII  pass, 
and  it  would  be  difficult  to  overrate  the  moral  and  material  benefits  which  are 
likely  to  result  from  its  execution. 

This  great  Scheme,  if  followed  up  by  the  application  of  good  Bye-laws 
requiring  the  proper  construction  and  arrangement  of  all  new  buildings,  cannot 
fail  to  exert  a most  salutary  infiuence  in  correcting  the  present  system  of 
building  houses  which  possess  every  vice  of  construction,  even  that  of  being  so 
flimsily  built  as  scarcely  to  be  able  to  stand ; indeed,  I fear  that  at  some  future 
day,  not  very  far  distant,  very  serious  accidents  from  the  falling  of  such 
buildings  will  inevitably  happen. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  supplied  to  the  town  by  the  Waterworks  Company,  has  been 
analysed  each  month. 

Its  great  defect  is,  as  heretofore,  its  turbid  condition,  due  to  want  of 
proper  filtration,  and  this  is  one  of  the  causes  of  the  rather  large  quantity  of 
Organic  Nitrogen  which  it  contains. 

The  Well  Waters  have  received  a considerable  amount  of  attention,  partly 
because  many  have  been  complained  of  by  Tenants  and  others,  and  partly 
because  suspicion  was  drawn  upon  them  by  the  existence  of  certain  forms  of 
Zymotic  disease  in  houses  supplied  by  them.  During  the  year  I have  analysed 
the  Water  of  50  such  Wells,  nearly  every  one  of  which  presented  unmistakeable 
signs  of  contamination  by  excretal  matters  and  were  decidedly  unsafe  for 
domestic  use.  The  majority  of  the  Wells  have  since  been  disused  and  a better 
supply  substituted. 

The  analytical  results  of  the  analyses  are  to  be  found  in  Table  XV. 

SEWAGE  and  EEEUSE  DISPOSAL. 

The  further  sewering  of  the  town  has  been  carried  on  as  rapidly  as  possible 
since  the  suspension  of  the  Chancery  Injunctions,  and  the  conversion  of  the  old 
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middeus  into  better  arrangements  for  interception  has  been  constantly  carried 
on.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  7,646  pans  had  been  introduced  into  premises  in 
all  parts  of  the  town. 

THE  PAVING 

of  certain  Streets  constitutes  a great  Sanitary  improvepient,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  other  advantages  wlrich  it  carries  with  it.  An  improved  surface  of  the 
road-ways  and  footpaths  is  not  only  a comfort  and  a convenience  but  it  is 
uncpiestionably  highly  beneficial  to  the  public  health,  and  the  best  results  may 
be  confidently  anticipated  from  its  extension  and  completion.  At  the  eiul  of 
the  year  there  were  191  miles  of  Streets,  of  these,  148  miles  had  been  taken  to 
by  the  Corporation,  and  43  not  taken  to.  In  the  former,  and  through  private 
lands,  there  were  115  miles  of  sewers,  in  the  latter,  28  miles.  Five  miles  of 
the  Carriage-ways  were  paved,  while  two  milas  on  TraiuAvay  routes  were  partly 
paved  and  partly  macadamised. 

SANITAEY  WOEK, 

including  Inspection,  systematic  and  occasional,  of  Courts,  Dwelling-houses, 
Lodguig-houses,  Houses  let  in  lodgings.  Slaughter-houses,  Bake-houses,  V’'ork- 
rooms.  Manufactories,  Chimneys,  Food  of  various  kinds,  and  the  Watei-s 
furnished  by  surface  wells ; and  the  removal  of  Animals  improperly  kept  in 
yards,  cellars,  attics,  &c.,  has  been  constaiitl,-  and  diligently  carried  on.  The 
number  of  Slaughter-houses  has  been  reduced,  I am  glad  to  say,  from  301  to 
274.  This  diminution  must  be  deemed  very  satisfactory,  as  the  greater  the 
number  of  Slaughter-houses,  the  greater  is  the  difficulty  in  preventing  the  sale 
of  bad  meat.  This  reduction  in  the  number  of  private  Slaughter-houses,  which 
it  is  to  be  hoped  will  continue,  will  make  it  less  difficult  for  the  meat  Ins])ectors 
to  prevent  the  killing  and  dressing  of  animals  which  are  unfit  for  the  fooil  of  man. 
The  increased  activity  in  Sanitary  work  has  rendered  necessary  a considerable 
enlargement  of  the  staff  of  Officers,  and  it  may  be  confidently  asserted  that  the 
Sanitary  condition  of  the  Town  has  never  before  been  so  well  looked  after  as  at 
present,  an  improved  state  of  things  brought  about  not  only  by  the  general 
action  of  your  Committee,  but  also  by  the  individual  cai'e,  attention,  and 
labour  of  each  individual  member  of  it,  in  the  supervision  of  a definite  portion 
of  the  Borough.

Of  the  seventy-three  samples  analysed,  twenty-eight  or  upwards  of  38 
were  more  or  less  adulterated,  viz.,  10  samples  of  Milk,  9 of  Tea,  4 of 
Pepper,  2 of  Mustard,  2 of  Coliee,  and  1 of  Milk  of  Sulphur. 

Nine  of  the  23  samples  of  Tea  contained  slight  impurities,  and  in  4 
instances,  had,  in  addition,  been  faced. 

Of  the  18  samples  of  Milk,  no  less  than  10  had  been  tampered  with  by 
the  addition  of  either  water  or  skimmed  milk  ; hr  two  cases  the  cream  was 
deficient  by  more  than  50  %. 

The  8 samples  of  Mustard  consisted  of  6 genuine  and  2 adulterated 
samples.  The  substances  used  as  adidterants  were  flour  and  turmeric. 

Out  of  the  7 samples  of  Pepper  only  3 were  genuine;  the  remaining  4 had 
been  adulterated  Avith  varying  quantities  of  sand  and  mhieral  matter. 

Two  of  the  fi  samples  of  Coffee  Avere  adulterated  Avith  Chicory. 

The  3 samples  of  SAveets  had  been  coloured,  but  were  perfectly  harmless. 

All  the  samples  of  Flour  Avere  genuine. 

One  of  the  samples  of  Milk  of  Sulphur  had  been  adulterated  Avith  60  % 
of  Crystallised  Sulphate  of  Lime  ; the  other  A\’as  genuine,  as  Avere  also  the 
other  two  drugs  examined,  the  Opium  and  Iodide  of  Potassium.
